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Selectmen’s 2006 Report 


The past year has been largely devoted to improving and maintaining town infrastructure. 
A new Salt shed and an addition to the town offices were completed in November. Town 
hall renovations will continue as funding allows. Ongoing maintenance and repairs to 
town roads continued following severe flood damage in late 2005 and in July 2006. The 
goal has been to manage the town’s limited financial resources wisely and engage in 
active planning for the future. 


Last March voters established the Town Office Renovation/Addition Capital Reserve and 
appointed the Selectmen as agents to expend from the fund. Plans for a renovation of the 
existing space were presented for review in May. Public comment indicated that the 
space would not prove adequate. The Board of Selectmen voted to precede with a two- 
phase plan, starting with a new addition adding needed office, storage and meeting space. 
The Board appreciates the work of Bob Skinner and an able crew of local carpenters and 
subcontractors. Dan Bartlett, the project architect, provided invaluable support and 
steadfast patience with the design and building process under significant financial 
constraints. Phase II addresses completing the renovation of the old office and stage area 
and pressing accessibility issues the town can no longer afford to ignore. 


Roads consume the greatest share of money and administrative time. Last year the 
Highway Department devoted a large part of the work season to rebuilding Allen Road. 
As the Board began to consider the projects facing us in 2007, it became clear that 
adequate long range planning is essential. The Board of Selectmen proposes delaying 
large projects for a year while we focus on engineering and financing issues and explore 
developing a local source for affordable materials needed for road maintenance and 
repair. 


Property revaluation and the new tax mapping have affected us all. It has been shocking 
to some to learn how the value of property has changed in the fourteen years since the 
town was last assessed. Total valuation of land and buildings in town has increased from 
about $47,644,978 to $101,879,354 based on current market values. This process has 
required patience from all of us but now we have a consistent foundation for our tax 
billing system and are in compliance with NH Department of Revenue Administration 
requirements. 


Less well known is the progress made in protecting town infrastructure and preparing for 
our future needs. With guidance from Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning 
Commission a group has been working to write a Hazard Mitigation Plan for the Town. It 
is now necessary to have such a plan in place in order to qualify for assistance with 
certain projects and with disaster relief. The Board of Selectmen values the time fire 
company volunteers and others have given to this project. 
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Development of a Capital Improvement Program for Acworth was previously endorsed 
by the voters at Town Meeting. In the past year the Planning Board and the Selectmen 
have worked out a contract with a planning consultant who will assist the Town with 
capital improvement planning in 2007, contingent on funding. 


The debris removal work along some of our waterways last year was in the interest of 
protection of roads, bridges and property. Our participation with the Natural Resources 
Conservation Service in the project was the result of a favorable cost-sharing program. 
There remain sites in Acworth that would benefit from mitigation work and may be 
within our means, providing funding is available. 


The Board of Selectmen have been following developments in solid waste management 
in the region closely over the course of the year as the 20 year put-or-pay contract 
between the Sullivan County Regional Refuse Disposal District and Wheelabrator 
Claremont Company draws to a close. 


There has been a call in the community for attention to the various needs facing the 
Town. It is the Board’s intention to plan for and meet our needs in as cost effective 
manner as possible and it is our hope that we will be working together in this endeavor 
with the other town boards and committees. 


The Select board will be going into 2007 without our longest serving member, Lyman 
Young, who has chosen to retire after more than three decades of continuous service to 
the Town. Lyman’s knowledge and experience will be missed. 


As always, we value input from all townspeople and hope you will participate in Town 
Meeting and in town government throughout the year, helping to build a stronger, 


healthier and safer community.

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Highway Department 2006 Annual Report 


It was a strange year for us at the Highway Department. With very little snow it 
made for a long winter. It did give us a chance to build a much needed break room in 
the town barn. Woodell and Daughters donated materials to frame in the old parts 
room. It turned out to be a nice lunch room and new office. We also replaced the shop 
heating system. 

Mud season was relatively painless. We had a few problem spots, but generally 
the roads dried up well. We didn’t have any rain in April, which is odd for New 
England but then heavy rains hit us on Mother’s Day weekend. I thought we were 
spared from the flooding they experienced down in the southeastern part of the state. 
Little did I know, it wasn’t going to stop until the forth of July. That was a major 
setback for us. All the dirt roads are usually graded by the Fourth, but not this year. We 
couldn’t do any thing without it all turning to mud. 

In May, we started what seemed to be an uphill battle with the Department of 
Environmental Services to get permits for the Allen Road project. Special permits were 
needed because the Cold River has a designated river status. Three months later after a 
lot of phone calls and a mountain of paperwork and we had our permits. The project 
went along fine. We had a machine come in and grind up the old blacktop, changed 
forteen culverts, put down fabric and about two feet of gravel. That will make us a 
good road for many years to come, once it gets paved. 

Our flood came on July 22. Damage was done to parts of Cold Pond, Heino, and 
Crescent Lake Roads and, of course, Crane Brook Road. Bowers Brook washed out the 
big culvert at the bottom of Nye Road. (Again!) A special thanks to Lyle Balla, Phil 
Howard and Keith Short for dropping everything and coming to our rescue. Total spent 
on this flood was around $26k, which came from the highway budget. The state and 
county weren’t declared by the governor, so no FEMA assistance was available. 

We managed to get all of our dirt roads graded and rolled once. Charlestown Road 
was crack sealed and we paved parts of Derry Hill, Forest and Turkey Shoot Roads. 
Part of the paving on Forest was funded by the Federal Highway Administration 
because of all the detour traffic after the 05 flood. 

In October, we built the salt shed down in the town sandpit. This facility is 
working very well for us. It also was designed to store our cold patch and hang the one 
ton sander out of the weather in the summer. 

There haven’t been any personnel changes. Presscott is still here. Bob Stocker is 
still helping us out in the summer and Bob Blair in the winter. A personal thanks to all 
three. I know this often feels like a thankless job, but I also know that what we do is 
appreciated by most of the people in town. 

I would also like to thank the Selectmen, the Budget Committee and especially 
you, the voters, for supporting our decision to replace the one ton. The new GMC is an 
awesome truck and is a pleasure to drive. Knock on wood but so far this winter, we 
haven’t had one single breakdown. And that is a good thing for a road agent.

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Solid Waste 2006 Report 


2006 saw a change in managers at the transfer station. In May Todd Lindenstruth turned 
over the day-to-day management of the recycling and solid waste facility to Peter Berg, 
a certified operator who is working under the supervision of the Road Agent. Tonnage 
figures for disposal and for recyclable materials have remained steady from 2005. 
Acworth is recycling approximately 25% of the material coming through the gate, by 
weight. This figure does not include scrap metal or glass, which are managed 
independently of the recycling program the town has set up with the Northeast Resource 
Recovery Association. 


In 2007 a new state law takes effect prohibiting the disposal of electronics. Acworth has 
already established a collection program for televisions, computers and other electronic 
devices. The Keene Recycling Center will again offer Acworth residents free access to 
the city’s household hazardous waste collection program. See the transfer station 
attendant for more information. 


This is the last year Acworth will be a participating member of the NH/VT Solid Waste 
Project, which is slated to dissolve in 2007 or early 2008. The Sullivan County Regional 
Refuse Disposal District has voted to support a resolution to terminate the Project. 
Likewise the District has voted to begin the process of dissolving the waste district. 


This step requires a district wide referendum vote. Anticipating that the referendum on 
the dissolution of the district may not pass, the district has advised those towns wishing 
to leave the district to place a ballot question on withdrawal on the warrant. Acworth 
voted to withdraw from the district in 1994 and was subsequently sued to prevent the 
town taking this step. A settlement agreement between the district and the town in 1997 
ended the litigation and left Acworth with a fifteen-year financial obligation. Under the 
terms of the settlement, termination of the NH/VT Solid Waste Project requires the town 
to pay in lump sum the outstanding obligation, currently at $20,000. The Board of 
Selectmen is seeking to open up a discussion with the district on the settlement terms 
and payment schedule. 


The District’s 20-year put-or-pay contract with Wheelabrator Claremont Company ends 
in July. Under the contract all acceptable waste generated within member towns was 
burned at an incinerator in Claremont. The disposal cost for January through June is 
$92/ton. With trucking and overhead Acworth pays approximately $200/ton for waste 
disposal. Every ton of waste townspeople and businesses divert to reuse or recycling 
helps avoid cost to the taxpayers. 


Looking ahead, Acworth has been participating in a collaborative effort to plan for 
future waste management needs. The Antioch New England Institute has assisted towns 
in preparing a request for proposals for off-site disposal services and has prepared a 
report detailing available options providing financial analysis of various waste 
management systems. Whatever disposal option is selected the best strategy for the town 
will be to continue to emphasize the importance of waste reduction, reuse and recycling.

On January 20, 2006 we held our first meeting by inviting all boards, 
committees, and other trustees to a meeting to inform and assist them in planning their 
respective budgets. This meeting also included a review of our duties, current 
procedures to improve yields, the complexities of timeliness of payouts, and 
accountability. 


As required annually, we reviewed our investment policy, bylaws, and elected a 
bookkeeper and a chairman to call and hold meetings. We were fortunate to be able to 
reappoint Marianne Nevelson to the position of recording secretary. 


In 2006 the Cemetery Trustees initiated a long term program of capital 
improvements that included work on endowed lots, unendowed lots, and tree care in all 
town owned cemeteries. This was funded, in part, from seventeen separate accounts to 
repair and straighten over fifty monuments. The complexities of accurately accounting 
for these projects were a first time challenge for us all, but were accomplished 
successfully. 


During late 2006 the Trustees of Trust Funds initiated correspondence with 
HCS-Home Healthcare, Hospice and Community Services in order to develop plans to 
expand all aspects of their health services as it relates to the “Faithful, Richard, and 
Clarence Jeffrey Memorial Visiting Nurse Association Fund”. As a direct result of the 
Trustee’s continued interest and support, the Director of Community Relations, HCS, 
and others, in and outside of Acworth will develop a proposal and plan for 2007 and 
beyond. The intention of the trustees is to reactivate use of this fund for the purposes of 
the 1990 bequest with recognition of new medical services that have developed for the 
benefit of the community.

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Acworth Silsby Library 2006 Annual Report 


Inter-library loan (ILL) transactions continue to grow at our library. ILL is a 
convenient means by which any Acworth resident can borrow any book, video, or 
audiotape, which is in New Hampshire’s participating libraries. Our patrons have taken 
advantage of this service by ordering 262. Other libraries can order books from us also. 
We have had orders for 138 through ILL. So if you hear about a book on the radio or 
from a friend, and we don’t have it in our collection, just ask 

We have now joined Libraries of the Upper Valley (LUV). This is a cooperative 
group that shares a rotating collection of new and classic videos, DVDs and audiotapes. 
The group meet six times a year to swap videos and four times to exchange tapes. This 
will allow our library to extend our collection. 

Our annual book sale on Old Home Day weekend was continues to be an excellent 
fundraiser. All money raised goes towards adding new books to our collection. Special 
thanks to those how donated books as well as the many hours of several dedicated 
volunteers. We received over $1000 toward the purchase of new books! 

We currently have 305 patrons, which is up 44 from last year. We have added a total 
of 550 books, videos and tapes this year. Of that, 421 have been through gifts. We have 
withdrawn a total of 420 books, 1 video, and laudio tape. 

Income received in 2006 totaled $28,913.23 from the following sources: Town 
appropriation $21,400.00; trust fund income $4,104.49; revenue from book sales 
$1,246.97; savings & CD interest earned $1,034.56; craft sale & copier/printer income 
$344.85; unrestricted gifts $307.00; fundraisers $220.36; pass thru funds (forwarded to 
Town or AHS) $205.00; restricted gifts $50.00. 

Operating expenses for 2006 totaled $29,152.20. Expended as follows: Payroll & 
taxes $15,982.58; heating system (includes installation of new fuel tank) $4,635.12; 
books/periodicals/audio/video $2,645.35; utilities $1,751.23; deposit on roof repair 
$1,785.00; fees/supplies & other $1,228.92; Library programs $566.00; grounds care 
$558.00. 

The Library has a year-end fund balance of $54,248.26 in CD’s, savings & checking. 
The Library trustees passed a resolution to restrict a portion of the Library’s funds for 
use as follows: Jeffery Trust Fund income $21,055 (restricted gift for 
books/periodicals); Hislop Book Fund $2,479 (restricted gift); FOL gift for walkway 
$1,000; designated savings account for book purchases and copier/printer supplies 
$1,370; roof repair $2,215 ($4,000 less $1,785 deposit); FOL gift for lighting project in 
children’s room $1,500; new computer for Administrator $750; insulate attic & 
basement $5,500; building repair/drainage resolution $17,500. 

Also in the Library’s possession is a collection of old coins donated by Leon F. 
Newton; last estimated value of approximately $1,000.

The 2006 year brought four new faces to the Library staff & Trustees. New librarians on 
staff are Lois Corcoran and Tracy Hanson. They join Barbara Clark, a longtime library 
employee. They have been diligently getting the overdue books returned, reorganizing 
and adding to our collection and updating the card catalog. Two new Trustees were 
elected in March — Joann Brown and Joanne Smith. They bring great ideas and energy 
to the board. They fill positions vacated by outgoing Trustees Ella Brown and Terri 
LeClair. 


All grades at the Acworth School (K-5) are visiting the Library each week. The children 
are read to and are becoming familiar with library procedures. Debbie Hinman is 
working on a very exciting project with the 4" and 5" graders involving the Library’s 
bird collection and its creator, Gawin Gilmore Dickey. All will tie in to a “Valley 
Quest” expedition, to be included in the next publication. The first edition of “Valley 
Quest” is in our collection and is a great way to find treasured local sites, using various 
orienting methods. The “Acworth Quest” will include our Library. 


We hosted “Eyes on Owls” in April, a live owl program which was attended by over 200 
people at two shows. We look forward to hosting more programs like this. This 
summer we will join the State’s summer reading program for the 2™ year and hope to 
have students return to the Library during their summer vacation. An after school 
homework group will be starting in March ’07. 


We are currently undertaking slate roof repairs. The need for the repairs was discovered 
while getting estimates for attic insulation. The repairs should be completed by spring 
with the insulation project to follow thereafter. We had a septic tank issue arise and 
thank the Town’s road crew for their prompt help in the repair. 


We plan to correct the basement’s water problems and then allow for walkway 
elevation. Lighting for the entryway has been purchased with more lighting for the 
children’s room, which is under lit in the winter, to follow. A new oil tank was installed 
due to corrosion of the old one and a programmable thermostat has been purchased. We 
are taking steps to try to increase the energy efficiency of the building in order to keep 
energy costs manageable. 


Stop in and see what has been added to our shelves (new items are added to the 
collection all the time). Also check out the LUV Co-op collection of audios & videos. 
The selection will change every 6 — 8 weeks. We plan to roll-out a new Library website 
in 2007 as well.

Trustees of Acworth Cemeteries 2006 Sexton’s Report 


Much was accomplished in the Acworth Cemeteries in the year 2006. Ona 
warm, sunny, bug-free Friday in the last week in April, a bus with 60 middle school 
children and four adults led by teacher Mary Lord arrived from the Fall Mt. Regional 
School district to help with a much needed spring clean up. They were joined by a 
dozen or more Acworth residents who with four pickup trucks spent the day removing 
more than a dozen truckloads of brush and debris from the cemetery. The trustees are 
profoundly grateful to Mary Lord for organizing the children’s help, and look forward to 
working with her again. 

In the first year of our long term plan we began to repair monuments in the old 
part of the “New Cemetery” on the west side of Hill Road. We began in the northwest 
corner of the cemetery and worked on at least fifty monuments, including the very large 
Barnett Finlay obelisk that was dangerously close to toppling over. Monument repair is 
very expensive, complicated work and we may also have found a local volunteer who 
may help us with some aspects of it. 

Later in the year we completed the removal of three large and dangerously 
weakened maple trees. Two new young maples of a selected improved form replaced 
them. Again we are grateful for volunteer help with this project. Ron Smith of Lynn 
Hill, spent days cleaning up the brush and firewood that he then provided to Fort 
Number 4 in Charlestown. His generous help saved the Trustees hundreds of dollars in 
cleanup costs. In addition to a great deal of earlier work, Ron Smith also cleaned up 
and removed the wood and debris from the large dead ash tree we took down in the old 
cemetery on the Batchelder/Nye road. In that cemetery the trustees are also grateful to 
Charles Young,who has for many years provided much, previously unrecognized 
volunteer maintenance. 

We were also pleased that we were able to fund almost $3,700.00 of the costs 
associated with monument repair, tree work, and lawn care out of Cemetery Trust 
Funds. 

In spite of what we have accomplished much more needs to be done. There are 
still trees that are serious risks to the safety of the monuments, many monuments large 
and small, are still in need of repair and/or straightening, and the access roads within the 
cemetery are greatly in need of improvement. 

We are always grateful for community support and interest in the preservation 
and maintenance of this precious historic resource.

This has been another active year for the Company. We took delivery of our new 
pumper/tanker this spring and spent time transferring and checking equipment. We gave 
the name “Calendar Girl” to the vehicle to show gratitude to those Acworth women who 
contributed so much to assist us in the purchase. With diesel engine and automatic 
transmission providing the power, newer members, (and some of the older ones) will find 
it much easier to operate without being concerned about clashing gears! 


Drills this year, in addition to those with the new engine, included a joint operation with 
Langdon on pre-plan for Bascom’s Sugar House, and a rescue scenario at the Deep Hole. 
Exercises with the newer breathing equipment, hose, ladder and pumping rounded out our 
training. 


The fire house exterior was painted this summer by a group from Sullivan County House 
of Correction. It was a job well done, and we are grateful to all who provided us with this 
service. 


Many new directives have been forthcoming from the Office of the State Fire Marshal, 
and meeting these requirements involves both additional time and increased effort for us. 
All records and reports must now be in computer format. This is a major change for 
smaller units such as us. Our efforts in this area will of necessity increase as new 
directives are issued. 


One item we plan to acquire in the near future is a compressor to enable us to fill our 


Scott bottles on site. We presently must transport them for refilling, which sometimes 
leaves us short of our full complement of cylinders. 
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Our mobile radios have been replaced with new units which allow us to communicate 
directly with all components of the Town’s emergency response: law enforcement, 
ambulance service, mutual aid, fish and game, etc. This is a long needed and welcome 
change. 


Special thanks to all those who have given us support and encouragement during this past 
year. Your efforts did not go unappreciated. 


Regular meetings are held the 2" Thursday of each month at the Fire House, 7:30PM. 
Sunday mornings the station is open for weekly radio check at 10:30AM, and this time is 


also used for details/drills.

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Planning Board 2006 Annual Report 


The Planning Board finished the new Subdivision Regulations by putting them into 
effect. New application forms and a new fee schedule were approved. There was a 
steady flow of subdivision applications and approvals. One major subdivision occurred, 
involving 5 lots. 


The Master Plan revision continued and despite some controversy it should be ready for 
publication early this year. 


Along with the Select Board, a Capital Improvements Program has been undertaken. It 
is hoped that a draft plan will ready for approval by the Planning Board and presentation 
to the Select Board and Budget Committee. 


The Planning Board’s Class 6 Road Committee moved forward with work on identifying 
and describing the Town’s non class 5 road system. A file on each road will be 
available in the Town Hall. A resulting more accurate town map will soon be available, 
hopefully, for inclusion in the new Master Plan. There has also been discussion and 
investigation of how bonding might be utilized to protect the town’s Class 6 roads. 


The Planning Board Site Plan Review Committee has met monthly to do onsite review 
of driveway permits and building applications on Class 6 roads. This process has gone 
smoothly and seems to be significantly reducing unsafe driveway placement and 
drainage problems. It also may be reducing unauthorized construction on Class 6 roads. 


Attention has been paid to the expected renewal of the Allstone Quarry permit. A 
hearing will be held when the new application is received. 


During the next year the Planning Board will review the Hazard Mitigation Document 
and the Capital Improvements Program report for possible planning action. The new 
Master Plan will also include implementations steps requiring Planning Board action. A 
review of the town’s Zoning Ordinances would also seem necessary. 


A careful look at Acworth’s relationship to Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional 
Planning Commission should occur with the hiring of anew UVLSRP Director. The 
Planning Board will also participate in any further meetings of regional town planning 
boards.

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Crescent Lake Association Milfoil Committee 2006 Report 


The 2006 Lake Host Program at the Crescent Lake boat ramp started on Memorial Day 
weekend and ended on Labor Day, for a total of 87 days. As in the past, we had staff on 
duty 10 hrs/day on week days and 12 hr/day on weekends. 


A total of 480 boats were inspected, with no invasive species found. Statewide, 54 
boats/trailers were found to be carrying an exotic weed. No new lake has become 
infested since the Milfoil Prevention Program was started by the state. 


This year the cost to run our local program was $9,990, plus 129 volunteer hours, and 
was made possible by the following contributions: 
$3,000 grant from Department of Environmental Services 
$2,000 from the Town of Acworth 
$1,000 from the Town of Unity 
The remainder of funds came from dues paid to the Crescent Lake Association by its 
members.

Towns in the watershed: Acworth, Alstead, Charlestown, Langdon, Lempster, Marlow, 
Unity, and Walpole 


The Cold River Local Advisory Committee (CRLAC) consists of citizen representatives 
appointed by selectboards from Acworth, Alstead, Langdon, Lempster, and Walpole. 
The CRLAC supports municipal boards and is developing a Watershed Management 
Plan that will assist towns in managing water resources. The committee also reviews 
river corridor projects needing state and federal permits and investigates related issues of 
local or statewide significance. 


CRLAC ACCOMPLISHMENTS IN 2006: 


1. Municipal Conservation, Planning & Health Assistance 

> Received grant funding for our work in the watershed on protection plans for 

drinking water sources at schools. 

> Continued work on a voluntary watershed management plan for the Cold River. 

> Completed outreach visits to the Acworth, Alstead and Lempster Conservation 
Commissions regarding post-flood environmental issues and our water quality 
monitoring program. 

> Hosted a joint meeting with Alstead Planning Board, Conservation Commission and 
Selectboard representatives regarding post-flood environmental issues. 

>» Reviewed and commented on numerous river corridor rebuilding projects on a local 
and state level. 

> Assisted Alstead with the resolution of a Lake Warren water quality degradation 
issue. 


2. Workshops, Events & Education 

> Participated in DES’ May 2006 public informational session on post-flood 
environmental issues. 

> Presented The Health of Our Streams and the October 2005 Flood at the Alstead 
Primary School.
